Against Catholic Church Special 


Rights. 


, Feb. 21. — In the House 


Mnrriain introduced a bill repealing the 
acts granting the Catholic church spe- 
cial right in the way of holding real 
estate in trust. It is understood it was 
prepared by the A. P. A. leaders. The 
bill is said to be a revolt of the A. P. A. 
of SpringhVld and Peoria against the 
Catholics of Rockford and Chicago. 
Recently a bill was introduced making 
it a m'sdemeanor to belong to the A. P. 
A., and this is a return blow. 


.Merriam, in an interview, said the bill 


emanated from himself. 
Ho was not 


actuated in introducing it by anychurch 
organization, and was not interested in 
any way with the A. P. A. 
He had dis- 


covered that thiso acts were not gener- 
ally known to bo in existence; they were 
unjust to the general public, and grant 
extraordinary powers never granted to 
any church in this country before, since 
the passage of the acts. He wants to place 
the Catholic church on the same plane 
in the future with the other churches in 
respect to the power to acquire and hold 
lands. Now they hold apart large quan- 
tities of land exempt from taxation. 
Merriam estimates that, under these 
special acts, the Catholic church has 
acquired in the state of Illinois property 
worth between fifty-five and sixty-five 
million dollars, without bearing any 
portion of its just share of taxation.

The bridge proper, 
from center to center of end piers, is 
4,<'M feet long, and it is 104.42 feet in 
tlu> clear above low water, while from 
thci bottom of the deepest foundation to 
the top of the highest iron work the dis- 
tance is 249 feet.

which makes the Illinois Central a con- 
tinuous line from tho northern border of 
Illinois to the gulf, cost 82,675,4138, a sum 
which would build 150 or more miles of 
railway through a prairie country.

rection of the principal business part 
of the city, where the big- hotels and 
bath-houses are located. The streets 
covered by the fire are Ouachita,where 
it originated; Sealey, Malvern, Wood- 
bine and Orange. 


The Ledger wood bakery was a frame 


building, in the second story of^jwhlihi 
Mrs. Scammon had furnished ''ajWrt-- 
inents to let. 


Charles Ledgerwood first saw the 


flames, and in his efforts to extinguish 
them neglected to warn people in the 
neighborhood. 


Nothing was heard of Mrs. Scammon 


until the fire was over, when her bones 
were found in the ashes of her house.

McLeod was a guest of the La- 


clede 
boarding 
house. 
She 
was 


aroused and with her husband started 
out of the house, but before reaching 
the door, remembered some jewelry 
she had failed to save, and returned 
for it, against the advise of her hus- 
band.

The Primaries. 


The Republican voters must bear in 


mind that the city primaries will be 
held next Thursday, February 28; that 
the primaries will be voting primaries; 
that the ballot-boxes will be open from 
4 o'clock p. m. until 7:30 o'clock p. m. of 
that day, when the voters may express 
a choice for city officers; that at 7:30 
o'clock the voters of each ward will 
assemble at the polling place and select 
the number of delegates the respective 
wards are entitled to in the city conven- 
tion; select a central committeeman for 
the ward, after which they will proceed 
to nominate a candidate for alderman in 
each ward by ballot. 
Every voter 


should prepare to attend these prima- 
ries, and the meeting which follows to 
nominate an alderman, and express his 
choice. 


In performing this duty each voter 


should remember that the very best men 
that can be secured should be voted for 
and nominated. In other words, the 
Republican voters should put up the 
yery best possible ticket. It should, and 
no doubt will, consist of first-class men, 
fully able to conduct the affairs of the 
city in the interest of all the people. If 
they do this, the success of the ticket is 
assured at the polls, otherwise there 
might be danger. 


It should be borne in mind that there 


is no honor in holding a city office, or 
any other office, for that matter, for any 
man who has not the ability to honor the 
office, and personal friendship for a man 
unfitted for an office he may seek, should 
not be allowed to control a voter's ac 
tion at the primaries.

These are self-evident truths from 


which there is no escape to him who 
stands ready as an American citizen to 
do his whole duty. Let the Republican 
voters then prepare to do their full duty 
at the primaries next Thursday evening 
Let them all go to the polls and take a 
hand in selecting candidates and then 
all will be well, for in that case the voice 
of the convention will be the voice of 
the people.

The free- 
coinage folly would never have reached 
its present dimensions if those repre 
sentatives of the people who knew what 
a humbug and fraud it was had told the 
truth about it.

STARTLING FACTS 


Brought to Light by Oov. MoKin- 


ley's Commission In the 


HOCKING AND SOHDAY CREEK VALLEYS 


The Great National Coal Miners' Strike 


Principally Responsible for the Starv- 


ation Existing—A Case Demand- 


ing Prompt Attention* 


COMTMBUS, O., Feb. 23.—The commis- 


sion appointed at the instance of Gov. 
McKinley by the boards of trade and 
chambers of commerce of Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Columbus and Toledo to 
make an official investigation of the 
destitution of miners in the Hocking1 
and Sunday Creek valleys, have dis- 
covered some startling facts. 


In the localities so far visited the 


commission has discovered that each 
miner last year earned only from 875 
to 8125, largely on account of the great 
national strike, and that by working 
regularly they could have earned from, 
83 to 88 every day. 


In reference to the nationality of the 


miners, it has been learned that in 
Nelsonville they are almost entirely 
American and English; in Shawnee the 
majority are Welsh; in Buckingham 
they are largely German, and in 
Straitsville they are pretty evenly dis- 
tributed among the English, Wel«h, 
German and Irish. 


It was also stated that of the 10,000 


or 12,000 miners in the two valleys, 
fully one-third, representing, 
with 


their families, nearly 15,000 persons, 
are in greater or less distress. 


With reference to future prospects, 


all the miners declare they are not en- 
couraging1. They are almost a unit in 
declaring that there are at least 50 per 
cent, tflo many miners in the two val- 
leys for the amount of work that can 
be supplied, and many of them are 
making preparations to locate on farms 
or seek other employment. 


The committee hope to get through 


with the investigation by this even- 
ing, when they expect to return to this 
city and make their report to the gov- 
ernor. 


They have discoverd that distress ex- 


ists to a degree which demands more 
than ordinary attention.

HOW THE WORK IS DONE. 


This work has been slowly progressing 


n the towns of Illinois almost since the 
irganization of the society last spring 
t is now being systematically uuder- 
aken in the outlying towns in all the 
adjacent states. 


We have now covered in this way," 


said Mr. Atteberry, "somo 200 towns hi 
northern Illinois. We are just going 
across the line into Wisconsin. This 
week three men have been sent out to 
complete the circuit of Illinois towns 
and then to enter Indiana. Michigan 
must also be taken up. 


"Our plan is very simple. When'onr 


organizer leaves the town he has been 
engaged in, he is sure to have in- 
terested a large number of men and 
women alike in this important work. 
tt is the duty of eveiy one of these per- 
sons to be on the alert, and to know 
whenever any young woman intends to 
eave town and go to Chicago or any 
other place. The information of her 
departure and supposed destination in 
reported to the local superintendent, 
who is always provided for by the organ- 
zer, and the superintendent forwards 
the information to us So you see, wa 
are ready to leceive the stranger 
when she comes. If it is necessary, 
we meet her at the station and do 
not lose sight of her, but ordinarily it IB 
better to keep the girl in ignorance of 
any concerted efforts in ( her behalf and 
casually discover her later on at the ad- 
dress that has been made known to u» 
by our informants from her home town. 
This work is as important and as truly 
resue work as that in tbo beer halls and 
brothels. In many cases it is a lost 
woman saved as truly as it would be 
if the tempted one hod been allowed to 
go on to the very brink. And the work 
is vastly easier. These girls are pure 
girls. They have not known extreme 
temptation and have not fallen 
In Chi- 


cago it would be vastly different. And 
so we consider this enlargement of our 
work to the territory immediately adja- 
cent to Chicago us extremely important. 


ETFKMAL VIGILANCE. 


In every little town we have from 50 


to 200 or 300 watchers who are reporting 
these cases to us and affording us an op- 
portunity to do our work in advance. 


"To be sure wo are not giving up our 


other work. Perhaps tun of our mem- 
bers now are giving their whole time, 
without compensation, to reaching the 
various classes of unfortunate women. 
We find it advisable to visit both men 
and women. Men can vieit the beer 
halls, which could not be enteied by our 
women without aroupin? suspicion, and 
can meet with the street walkeis, who 
would not notice their HCX at all. Wo- 
men are also needed generally to finish 
up the work after a first impie&eion has 
been made."

The Debt of Nature Paid by an 


Honored Citizen. 


After Month* ot Severe IIlneBH Mr. Roger* 


Falls Asleep—.Sketelf of hit* Butty 


Life in Public. 


Hon. Jason Rogers died to-day at 9:30 


a. m\ at the Wesley Hospital in Chicago. 
The sad news, which was not unex- 
pected, reached the bereaved widow in 
Decatur at about 10 o'clock, and then 
she knew the worst, that the Death 
Angel, who will come to us all in time, 
had taken away her life companion and 
the father of her children.

Last fall 
he went to Texas, accompanied by his 
daughter, Misa Jeaonette Rogers, be- 
lieving that the change in climate would 
prove beneficial. The change gave but 
temporary relief. He was troubled with 
insomnia part of the time. Later be 
went to New Mexico and remained in 
that mild climate until finally he con- 
cluded to return to Decatur. He was 
able to be out on his return and was 
warmly greeted by his many friends, 
who at a glance saw that he was greatly 
altered in appearance and realized that he 
must have suffered 
intensely from 


big ffflietion. He became steadily worse 
after his return, the severity of the 
weather affecting his inSrojity percepti- 
bly.

the trip to Chicago Mr. Rogers contract- 
ed pneumonia, which in his enfeebled 
State made his condition at once critical 
and alarming. Attorney H. 0. Spencer, 
his son-in-law, hurried to Chicago, and 
last Monday morning John Rogers and 
Mrs. H. D. Spencer were called to Chi- 
cago, where they have since been in con. 
stant attendance upon their father, 
sparing nothing for his relief and com- 
fort and hoping for the best. And while 
the anxiety at the bedside in Chicago 
was intense, Mrs. Rogers, the wife 
and 
mother, 
by 
reason 
of 
her 


own 
illness, 
was 
compelled 
to 


remain at her home in Decatur, expect- 
ing every hour to hear of her husband's 
death. The days and nights of anxiety, 
varied with hope and dejection, have 
been a creat trial for her, but friends 
have called to give her words of encour- 
agement. She was prepared for the 
worst, but when the message tamo to- 
day announcing the end, it seemed that 
it could not be true. In her great sor 
row the sympathy 'of atl our people go 
out to her to strengthen her arid help 
her to bear up under the deep affliction. 


Mr. Rogers was a native of Indiana. 


He was born near Worthington and 
came to Decatur in 1858. He lived here 
but a short time, going to Moultrie 
county, where he engaged in farming, 
and, during the war, made an enroll- 
ment of the male population for the gov- 
ernment for draft purposes. This work 
made him unpopular among the Demo- 
crats, who threatened him with violence, 
but he stood his ground and fought it 
out. He next went to Bement, Piatt 
county, where he became a merchant, 
removing thence to Maroa, where he 
established a large clothing and dry 
goods house, which he conducted for 
many years and prospered. He was 
elected a member of the board of super- 
visors, and after locating in Decatur was 
elected a member of the legislature in 
the Thirty-second General Assembly, 
serving as state senator in the Thirty- 
third and Thirty-fourth General Assem- 
blies. He was subssquently appointed 
a member ol the Illinois Railroad aiid 
Warehouse Commission by Governor 
Oglesby, and retired when Fifer became 
Governor. Mr. Rogers was 61 years of 
age, and was the owner of 1200 acres of 
land besides possessing valuable lots in 
Chicago. His wealth is placed at nearly 
$150,000. 


Mr. Rogers was a man of genial pros 


ence, and was very methodical in his 
ways. Always an uncompromising Re- 
publican, he did all he could to advance 
the interest of that party. He post-essed 
many elements of the leader in political 
affairs and was known as a "mixer." In 
his public life he was always known as 
Honest Jason Rogers. He was a great 
admirer of Ex-Gov. Oglesby all his life. 
No Republican 
was 
better 
known 


throughout the state than Jason Rogeis. 
He had the happy faculty of making 
friends, and all will learn with genuine 
sorrow of hie death.

Hew Confidence Inspired in Invest-

N«w YonK, Feb. 23.— E. G. Dun & 


Co. 's weekly review of trade, issued to- 
day, says. 


The surprising1 success of the new 


loan and the (treat confidence it has 
gi ven to investors on both sides of the 
water and to business men here, en- 
courage many to hope that it may be 
the beginning' of a real recovery. In 
twenty-two minutes here subscrip- 
tions are supposed to have been

Considering the power which control 
of these bonds gives to regulate for- 
eign exchanges and to prevent exports 
of gold, the transaction has indeed 
changed the financial situation, in 
np.te of the fact that government 
revenues are still deficient, and that 
domestic trade shows scarcely any 
g a in as yet. The industries are not en- 
la-ping production, nor have prices of 
farm products improved.

SENATE. 


WASIUHOTOST, Feb. 23.—Yesterday's 


session of the senate was taken up al- 
most exclusive! v with the considera- 
tion of the Indian appropriation bill, 
and yet when the senate adjourned at 
5:35 that bill (after three days being 
devoted to it) was far from finished, 
and a proposition that the final vote 
be taken upon it before adjournment 
to-day (requiring unanimous consent) 
was promptly negatived with an ob- 
jection from Mr. Chandler (rep., N. H.). 


A prior proposition that the vote 


should be taken at 3 p. m. to-day haU 
been defeated by an objection from 
Mr. Pettigrew (rep., S. D.), who spoke 
of an attempt that was to be made at 
that hour to get up the railroad pool- 
ing bill and to sit it out—holding ses- 
sions to-day and Sunday. He gave 
notice that as soon as the Indian ap- 
propriation bill was disposed of legiti- 
mately he would in terpose delay in 
every way possible, and that the pool- 
ing bill would not become a law at 
this session of congress if he could 
prevent it; much less would it be con- 
sidered on Sunday. 


With business matters in this unsat- 


isfactory position, and notwithstand- 
ing a warning from Mr. Call (dem., 
Fla.), in charge of the Indian appro- 
priation bill, that if that bill was not 
passed last night or early to-day, some 
of the great appropriation bills would 
fail, the senate proceeded to the con- 
sideration of executive business and, 
at 5:35, adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


George Washington's birthday was 


celebrated by the house by sitting al 
most eight hours. 
"The day session was occupied in the 
consideration of the deficiency bill for 
the year ending June 30, 1895, which 
was begun Thursday. 


There were twp matters which gave 


rise to extended debate. The first was 
the paragraph appropriating 8140,000 
to be paid by the attorney general for 
expenses in enforcing the order of 
United States courts for the protection 
of property in the hands of receivers 
during the railroad strike of last sum- 
mer. 


This was antagonized by Messrs. 


Livmgstoa (dem., Ga.) and Boatner 
(dem.. La.) and criticised by Mr. Krack- 
iriridge (dem., Ky.), as manager of the 
bill, and advocated by Messrs Cannon 
(rep., 111.), Henderson (rep., I i..), and 
Sayers (dem., Tex) An anHndiuent 
was agreed to on motion by Baker 
(rep, N. H.) directing the attorney 
general to report, in detail to congress 
the disbursements under thp appropri- 
ation and in that form it remained in 
the bill. 


The other matter was a proposition 


to pay W. Jasper Blackburn's salary 
as a representative from a Louisiana 
district from March *, 1867, to April 
16, 1868. This led to a long discussion 
on a point of order as to whether or 
not a vacancy existed in the district 
for that period, inasmuch as the state 
was not given representation in con- 
gress under the reconstruction act un 
til the latter date. The amendment 
was ruled out. 


There was considerable discussion 


in the course of the session also regard- 
ing the policy of paying certain em 
ployes of the house for extra and spe- 
cial services over and above the sala- 
ries fixed. 


Mr. Cannon (rep., 111.) took

ground that if it were necessary or de- 
sirable to make these appropriations 
in order to equalize the salaries of 
these employes of the house (who, he 
said, were the best men in the govern- 
ment employ except the employs of 
the senate), the house should take a 
day or two and rearrange the whole 
list.

In the Near Future They Wfll 


Have New Uniforms.

Jack Tar, of the American navy, i 


to be honored with a new and improve! 
uniform. The change will not affec 
the standard colors and materials now 
in use, but will be confined, except In 
one particular, to pattern and cut. The 
white canvas hat now worn in connec 
tion with duck "jumper" and trouser 
will be abolished, giving place to a white 
canvas cover to the regulation blue 
cap, so contrived aa to fit snugly ove 
It. The contour of the whole uniform 
both the blue and the white suits, wil 
be remodeled and the defects of the 
present style remedied throughout. 


But the most noticeable change, as 


delineated in the accompanying illus- 
tration, will be in the cat of the trou 
sers, which will be made to conform 
more closely to the sailor's anatomy 
particularly his legs above the knees. 
The traditional spring bottom at the 
ankles will be retained for picturesque- 
ness and on account of Rentimenta 
consideration, as likewise the 'black

produced the old-time sailor's charac- 
teristic agility of body and peculiar 
strength of arm, have been superseded 
by other sorts of duties in handling 
enormous guns and operating1 heavy 
machinery. Consequently the clothing 
that formerly fitted the average sailor 
of a certain height or weight does not 
fit him now, and on examination it is 
found that by the transition from the 
old to the new style of warships and 
methods of handling them, an appre- 
ciable change has been wrought in the 
physical measurements of the seamen. 
At all events,as Admiral Ramsey,acting 
secretary of the navy, explains, the old 
tailor pattern designed years ago is a 
misfit HOW, and accordingly the only 
thing to do was to alter the standard 
of uniform measurements and adapt 
the pattern to the peculiarities of the 
average wearer as he now exists. That 
has been done by the order signed re- 
cently by Secretary Herbert, and just 
promulgated among commanding offi- 
cers. The manufacture is progressing 
rapidly by contract. 


Secretary Herbert, in his annual re- 


port just issued, states that this force 
of 9,000 iavy men is insufficient now 
and will be more so hereafter. He 
shd,ws that the number of vessels which 
roost be kept in commission and ready 
for servioe is greater than can be 
manned by that force, and urges con- 
gress to authorize its increase by 2,000 
men, to be enlisted when needed for 
the ships now completing, making the 
total strength 11,000 men. As a reason 
be points out the necessity not only of 
having additional men, but of having 
them trninoa in the art of exercising1 
the ships. In reality the present com- 
plement embraces 1,500 boys, known as 
"'apprentices." Half of them, although 
boys when they enlisted a conple of 
rears ago, are now at sea performing 
the functions of grown seamen, while 
the other half are undergoing instrno- 
5on either on the training ships or at 
;he Newport station. 
In addition to 


the seamen, who receive in the aggre- 
gate 87,475,000 as annual pay, the ma- 
rine corps furnishes 2,000 fighting men 
more, and a small body of them are 
maintained on each warship. But even 
with these and with the increase of 
2,000 enlisted men asked for, our war- 
ships will be short-handed.
